The following is a three part article on 
how gay men and women are faring on local 
college campuses. The first part gives the 
results of a questionaire mailed to local 
colleges and universities. The second is 
an interview with the only gay student 
group in the area. The last part inter- 
views local gay professors to see what life 
is like at the faculty level. 








The questionaires were received from 
Lehigh University and Moravian, Cedar 
Crest, Lafayette and Muhlenberg Colleges. 

A questionaire was not received from Kutzg- 
town State College. In each case, the res- 
pondent was either the public relations 
director or someone recommended by the 
director to complete it. 


Of the five colleges, only Cedar Crest 
has made use of gay faculty to recommend 
programs and policies concerning sexual 
orientation, as Temple University is doing. 
However, no school has added a sexual ori- 


AIDS and Donors 


Dr. Lyndall Molthan, medical director 
at Miller Memorial Blood Center, says the 
American Association of Blood Banks has 
recommended that questions pertinent to the 
existence of AIDS may be asked of potential 
blood donors. Symptoms questioned will be 
night sweats, unexplained fevers, weight 
loss, unusual skin conditions and swollen 
glands. Questions concerning weight loss, 
fevers and skin disease have been standard 
since the 1940's. Needle drug users will 


continue to be deferred from donating blood 
as well, due to possible hepatitis infec- 
tion.

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entation clause to its equal employment 
guidelines, as Temple has done. 

The colleges’ attitudes towards openly 
gay faculty ranges from being fairly sup- 
portive at Cedar Crest and Muhlenberg, to 
neutral at Lafavette and not supportive, if 
not hostile, at Moravian and Lehigh. 

Only Muhlenberg has a gay student union, 
though many members come from Cedar Crest. 
It is supported by the college through the 
use of meeting space and money. Gay stu- 
dents at every other school have no offi- 
cial recognition. 

No college offers courses specifically 
concerning gay topics, however homosexual- 
ity was part of certain classes in psychol- 
ogy and sociology at Lehigh and Cedar 
Crest, as well as literature at Lafayette. 
One course at Lehigh discusses homosexual- 
ity along with Deviant Behavior. 

The general college attitudes towards 
openly gay students ranged from fairly 
supportive at Muhlenberg, Cedar Crest and 
Lafayette to being not supportive, if not

hostile, at Moravian and Lehigh. As one 
person added,."“Lehigh basically hopes the 
gays and lesbians won't become a problem." 

Overall, the most favorable reception 
for both gay faculty and students would 
appear to be Muhlenberg first of all. It 
not only has openly gay faculty and a gay 
student organization but supports it as 
well, Cedar Crest and Lafayette come next 
as being fairly supportive schools. Lehigh 
and Moravian though are not good choices 
for a person who wants to be openly gay as 
a faculty member or student. Both schools 
are homophobic with little or no support 
for gays. 

Much work though can be done by faculty 
and staff at every college in the valley to 
make them at least a fair place to work and 
learn. Student and faculty organisations, 
non-discriminatory contract clauses, gay 
radio programs and public awareness would 
all be useful, among many possibilities, 


Susan, Kate and Michele are with the Gay 
Student Union at Muhlenberg College. They 
spoke with Le-Hi-Ho News about the group 
and life on campus. 

“The Gay Student Union started here four 
years ago. We worked on a constitution in 
the fall of 1981 and got support from facul- 
ty members in the spring of 1982. The 
student council and the College Committee 
on Student Affairs passed it unanimously. 
The college gave us $800 which was good for 
a first year organization. 

"The college is very supportive, the 
Chaplain especially. The Church just had 
this all day seminar called "Homosexuality: 
the Church Out of the Closet." It was 
mostly pastors and synod members. GSU was 
invited to come talk about being gay on a 
straight campus. We were very well received 
and they were very open. I was surprised." 

Kate said the group's stated purpose “is 
to support and educate the campus. But our 
first function is as a support group for gay 
students. We reach out to people having 
problems with their sexuality. We also want 
to include people who are not gay but happen 
to encounter gay people in their lives - 
parents, brothers and sisters, friends - and 
need help in coping with that. 

"We have bi-monthly meetings. We have a 
mailing list of 18, with 12 active members, 
equally divided between men and women. With 
Cedar Crest it’s been more equal. 


"This past semester we sponsored Rita 
Addessa from the Philadelphia Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. She spoke on homosex- 
ual images in the media. That was pretty 
well received, more than just GSU members 
showed up. 

“We also presented a workshop to the 
Resident Advisor staff. We gave a presenta- 
tion then had a question and answer period. 
They encounter homosexuality a lot and might 
not know how to deal with it. It gave us a 
lot of credibility and respect.~ 

"The three of us live in the dorms. Last 
year we were on one hall and there was only 
one problem. Someone had written on a sign 
we had up for Christmas, “Get the gays off 
the hall,” but someone else wrote under- 
neath it, “Some people are so out of touch 
with human nature." So there was one per- 
son against 50 girls on the hall. The odds 
were in our favor. 

"This year we're on a smaller hall and 
there's only one person who detests us, but 
she still doesn't avoid us. The gay jokes 
fly back and forth on the hall but we all 
participate. It's a good natured type rela- 
tionship. We're people and we can joke 
about that, not make fun of it but like 
“Hi, cutie," so dorm life is fine. 

“In class the teachers are cool. If 
they know, they don’t make a big issue of 
it. The kids are the same as they are in 
the dorms except for the ATO brothers. 

You get a negative response from them but 
that's typical of the fraternity mentality 
and you can quote me on that. Thats 

where any problem comes from. But we real- 
ize they just have to feel this macho image 
and it's uncool to be associated with a gay 
person. We threaten their masculinity. We 
have a better chance with the girls than 
they have." 

Michele said that this semester GSU is 
sponsoring the film The Word is Out, which 
will be open to the public. Then GSU mem- 
bers will be attending a workshop on coming 
out to parents, discussing the types of 
reactions that could be encountered if 
someone decided to do that. She says this 
decision is a major problem for the group. 

Michele proudly added that for the first 
time, a GSU meeting was put on the 
announcement board in the Student Union. 
"Mrs. Schneck, the woman who put it up, 
complained that during the day someone kept 
changing it to Fag Student Union and she 





was so upset. It’s a big chore for her to 
even say the word ‘gay'.™ 

On a personal level, Susan said she's 
known she was gay for a long time but has 
been out in public for three years. Kate 
has also been out for three years, and 
talked about the time she and Susan found 
out about each other. “I saw Susan going 
out with someone and I was going out with 
someone and we just looked at each other 
and asked, ‘Are we doing the same thing to 
these two girls?® Not sexually, but I could 
tell she was attracted to other girls. 
Then Michele walks over to the two of us 
and goes, ‘Hi. i'm gay. You're gay. 
Let’s all get together and have a meeting." 

Susan continued, "You're away from your 
parents. It's a whole new life and if you 
screw it up you're going to leave in four 
years anyway. And having people around 
made it so much easier. If I hadn't met 
the people I had, I probably would have 
gone back in the closet.” 

The groups biggest concern is that they 
are not known to other colleges, and GSU 
is willing to help other schools set up 
their own gay groups. The Gay Student 
Union's mailing address is box 25, 
Muhlenberg College, Allentown, PA 18104.

As we go to print, a reply to the college 
survey was received from Kutztown State 
College, stating that while the school has 
no specific policies towards sexual orien- 
tation, every member's First Amendment and 
due process rights are respected. Acts of 
discrimination are said to be dealt with, 
though . without specific legal mention of 
sexual orientation it is difficult to tell 
how effective this would be. 

"The attitude towards openly gay and 
lesbian members of the (Kutztown) college 
community is about the same as the attitude 
that prevails in the outside community and 
is changing at the same pace." There is no 
gay student group at Kutztown.

David Hager, 22, of Easton, has been 
found guilty of second degree murder in the 
arson deaths last March of Kermit beltz and 
Larry Bonney. 

Hager said the two had raped him and he 
had fled the house while they were sleeping, 
using a kerosene lamp to see. He said he 
dropped the lamp from nervousness. 

Prosecution witnesses testified that two 
separate fires had been lit and that Hager 
had thrown a torch on the floor to light 
them.

Dear Dave; 

After the Stonewall riots of 1969, homo- 
sexual men and women banded together in New 
York and wanted to be called by a name 
created by themselves and that would encom- 
pass a whole lifestyle, not just sexual 
preference. They also wanted a name that 
would show a possitive affirmation to being 
a homosexual instead of a clinical reference 
to a psychological disorder. The word "gay" 
was chosen. 

The word itself was coined and used as a 
code by gays in the late 1800's and has 
appeared in songs by Bessie Smith and other 
blues singers in a sexual context. In the 
1940's, Cole Porter used the word in a song 
called "Farmin'" where his bull wouldn't 
stud the cows because it was gay. 

Gay versus queer, homosexual, fag or dyke 
is like black versus nigger or jungle 
bunny, so use the word and be proud of it.

Dr. Molthan said the blood Center does 
not and will not ask about sexual prefer- 
ence. It is considered unreliable and an 
infringement of civil rights. 

One question will be added: Have you 
had contact with someone with AIDS? 

Dr. Molthan added that medical tests 
to detect AIDS in blood are “far too expen- 
sive and not productive since we don’t know 
what we're dealing with." Fewer than 10 
cases of AIDS from transfusions have been 
recorded in the past three years, while 
thousands of transfusions have been given.
